Early this evening the officers oí the road 
said they had enough men to run the trains 
each way. The company has been running 
twenty six such trains daily. 
E L E V E N THOUSAND M EN IN V O LV ED . 
If the sti ike assumes the proportions 
that now seem probable, about 11.000 men 
will be involved. This num ber includes 
employes th it will be thrown out of em­ 
ployment by the strike of the engineers 
and firemen. 


S O O T H ER C O M PA N IES IN V O LV ED . 


C h icago, February 26 h .—The strike is 
not likely to involve any other roads, in the 
opinion of Mr. A rthur and Mr. Sargent, 
tnough they expressed no opinion in the 
contingency that some other company 
might endeavor to aid the Burlington. 
“ It is purely our own atlair,” said Mr. 
Sargent. 
“ No other road is concerned, 
and no other men except the engineers and 
firemen.

He said he was sorry—he hated to see a 
strike, but, under the circumstances, no 
other course could be taken. The men on 
the entire system were unanim ous for it. 
He told them of all the difficulties they 
would have to encounter, but they decided 
to go into it, and the Order will do the best 
it can. 
W hen asked if the company can get 
enough good men, Mr. A rthur said : *• It 
cannot, it may employ some men we 
have expelled for drunkenness or stealing, 
but will sueh men be safe? Can a road 
afiord to put passenger trains in the hands 
of such men ? It won’t be long until these 
men get them into bigger trouble than we 
have now by striking for more wages. 
You see how it was on the Reading road. 
The company can treat with us.” 
W hat's the trouble between the Read­ 
ing road Knights of Labor engineers and 
the Brotherhood?” 
“ There is none that I know of. I deny the 
assertion that I sent men to take the places 
of those now on a strike on that road.

did not send a man there. 1 did not know 
any Brotherhood engineer had gone to 
work for that road.”

W h a t F ifty A c r e s P r o d u c e s P e r A n n u m 
N e a r D a v in v ille . 
The Davisville Signal, in speaking of the 
possibilities of the lands in the Sacramento 
valley, says : 
Webster Treat, of the Oak Shade Or­ 
chard, cultivates about fifty acres of Mus­ 
catel taisin grapes. The vines are now 
about ten years old. In 1886 this vineyard 
yielded 70,000 pounds of cured raisins. 
This last year he packed 40,000 pouads 
from the same vines. H e packed his en­ 
tire 1887 crop loose and realized about $1 40 
per box therefor. Mr. Treat estimates that 
the cost of cultivating a mature raisin vine­ 
yard, per acre, including picking, curing, 
packing and marketing his crop, at about 
ten dollars per acre. Of course, this esti­ 
mate is subject to contingencies, but is as 
close to the fact as a general statement may 
be. 
Basing a calculation upon this state­ 
ment then, we arrive at the conclusion 
that Mr. Treat charges up about $500 ex­ 
penses against his raisin vineyard 
per 
year. 
Taking the two last years together the 
total yield was 110,000 pounds, or 5,500 
boxes. Supposing he averaged $1 40 per 
box, the gross returns for the two years 
from this fifty-acre vineyard were $7,700. 
Deducting $1,000 expenses for two years, 
and there remains $6,700 net profit, an 
average net profit of $3,350 per year, or $67 
clear gain per acre. 
These are not “ boom ” figures, concocted 
| for the purpose of deceiving the credulous 
1 tenderfoot. We believe this representation 
, is a lair ut.u honest showing of what there 
I is in fruit culture around Davisville. When 
it comes down to sober tact, no locality in 
tbe State can justly boast of a butter aver­ 
age. Of course, we could cite instances of 
as high as $101) 10 $200 clear profit tier acre 
from fruit culture around Davisville. but it 
is not necessary to dilate on these instances 
' to prove tbe capacity and adaptability of 
; our soil for fruit culture.

members in the House who are interested. 
The maximum reduction proposed is about 
$75,060,000, of which $25,000,000 will come 
from tbe repeal of tbe internal revenue tax 
on manufactured tobacco, $10,000,000 from 
a 20 per cent, reduction on sugar, $5,000,000 
from additions to the free list and the 
balance from a general scaling down of 
customs duties on articles embraced in the 
various tariff schedules. 
The committee 
still iavors $11 on steel rails. $4 50 on pig 
iron, 50 cents on ore and 50 cents on 
bituminous coal. 
Randall’s schedule is somewhat higher, 
placing steel rails at $13and leaves pig iron 
at tbe present rate of $6 72 a ton. 
He also 
proposes an increase in the duty on tin 
plate and the retention of the present duty 
on coal and iron ore.

Keller got a 
posse and forced an entrance. As he crossed 
the threshold he was shot by Elias Cheser­ 
own, and so badly injured that he died last 
night. 
Keller's deputy, Jacob Helbert, 
next fell dead with a bullet in his brain. 
Elias then iumped on ahorse and rode to 
jail, where he gave himself up. The four 
other brothers. Adam, \\ esley, John and 
Joseph, were arrested.

THE RAILROAD INQUIRY. 


In the examination conducted before the 
House Committee on Pacific Railroads last 
week, Messrs. Anderson and Littler, of the 
Railway Commission of Inquiry, testified 
among others. Their testimony was rather 
expression of opinion which lias already 
been reflected in the majority report of 
the Commission, 
it seems to be tire dis­ 
position, so far as we can judge by the re­ 
ports telegraphed, to entirely ignore the 
equities of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, and which have been so clearly 
presented lately in the argument submitted 
by Messrs. Conkling and Shipm an. 
In ­ 
stead, a great deal of vituperation is in­ 
dulged in that cannot have other effect 
than to delay the settlement so essential to 
all the interests involved. 
Certainly the 
denunciation of the railway builders is 
neither dignified nor justified by the facts. 
It is very surprising that one of the 
witnesses should sjieak of the right estab­ 
lished ¡us a finality by the decision of the 
Supreme Court that the debt of the road 
is not yet due as “ unfortunate.” 
It re­ 
quires greater penetration than most men 
possess to see how there can be anv mis­ 
fortune to the Government in the contract 
between it and the road being interpreted 
in harm ony with its spirit, and the clear 
intent of the parties thereto. 
W e fail to 
see what is to be gained by striving after 
means to inflict injury ujion an incorpor­ 
ated body which—and no one lias yet 
shown or even made an averment to the 
contrary—lias 
kept 
every 
obligation 
towards the Government, and lias dis­ 
charged every duty imposed upon it. The 
question of settlem ent should not be 
befogged by dragging matters to the front 
that are rather the echoes of past derno- 
gogic political campaigns, in which the 
railroad corporation was made the target 
for abuse, in order to influence the public 
m ind against it in the interest of jroliti- 
eians. 
The Government must be paid, anil will 
be; even the majority of the Commission 
are frank enougli to adm it that if the m at­ 
ter is handled witli ordinary business wis­ 
dom, the Federal Treasury will receive 
every cent due to it. 
As one of the wit­ 
nesses for the t ¡ovemment remarked, there 
is no suffering by the U nited States for 
lack of funds; the effort is made rather to 
keep money out of the Treasury than to 
put it into it. 
The very large sum placed 
in the sinking fund, originally created by 
the corporation 
for 
the 
express pur­ 
pose of paying the debt at m aturity, 
but 
subsequently 
taken 
in 
charge 
by the Government, would alone, as Mr. 
H untington lias shown, have paid half the 
debt when it falls due, had it been invested 
as intended. 
The sums due to the com­ 
pany from the Government for services 
rendered are persistently kept out of view, 
and no account appears to he made of them. 
There appears, also, to lie no willingness to 
even consider the undeniable fact that such 
im pairm ent as the security of the Govern­ 
ment has sufiered, lias been and is due to 
the diversion of traffic from it, by extend­ 
ing aid to competing lines, even more gen­ 
erous in character than that given to the 
t ’entral Pacific corporation. 
Against everything that can l>eor is said 
antagonistic to the road, it remains unde­ 
niable that the Government has profited 
incalculably by its construction, and that 
the measure of this benefit simply exceeds 
(Kjssihle calculation. The opening up of 
the country, the augmented values of Gov­ 
ernm ent lands, the binding of the Union 
together at a tim e when its severance was 
im m inent; these are matters whicli cannot 
lie put aside, nor will they lie iu the final 
public judgm ent, when that just calm pos­ 
sesses the Government which should pre­ 
vail. 
More than this, as iias hecu repeat­ 
edly shown, the cost of the construction 
vastly 
exceeded 
the 
estimates, owing 
to 
obstacles 
to 
be 
overcome 
which 
human 
prescience could 
not 
foresee 
or 
guard 
against. 
But 
it 
is 
not 
the 
intention 
now to 
review 
these 
and other equities which have lieen so for­ 
cibly and repeatedly presented, and to 
which, so far as the public is able to dis­ 
cover, no replies have iieen made, nor do 
we believe that there can be by the fair 
and im partial mind. 
If, when the debt *f the corporation to 
the Government falls due, it is unable to 
meet it as was originally expected, and at 
the same time keep faith with the prior 
lien holders, it will become clearer than 
now, perhaps, that the fault is chargeable 1 
to the Government itself. 
The capacity 
to fulfill the obligation as stated was crip­ 
pled by the Federal Government, and that 
fact being clearly shown in the debate 
concerning extension of time for paym ent 
it is certainly not possible for Congress to 
ignore consideration of that truth, and to 
make such allowance on account of it as 
justice and equity demand. 
It is to be regretted that the disposition 
to avoid the equitable claims of the cor­ 
poration should exist, as it evidently dees, 
for it is desirable that a settlement between 
the Government and the railroad shall be 
arrived at speedily, and that it shall be 
such an adjustment as will secure to the 
Government every dollar its due without 
disallowing the equities of or destroying 
the corporation, which will go down in 
history, despite all the shortsightedness of 
the present, xs one of the mightiest of all 
influences for the advancement of the 
nation and the development of the coun­ 
try. 
The benefits already secured by the 
U nited States by reason of the construc­ 
tion of the road a thousand fold outweigh 
all financial considerations of the debt in­ 
volved. 
In the light of the magnitude of 
tht*/e benefits and their 
immeasurable 


The «San Francisco Call, discussing the 
question of neglect of jury-duty, and the 
interference of certain newspapers with 
jury selection, declared that “ the jieople 
hold the remedy in their hands." 
A cor­ 
respondent thereupon takes the Call to 
task, and says that being one of “ the 
people,” he fails to understand wherein he, 
having done his duty by refusing to en­ 
courage th at vicious journalism that at­ 
tempts to “ loilldoze ” and “ fix ” juries, 
can jiossibly be to lilaine. 
Thereupon the 
Call replies that it referred to “the people” 
as a body and adds: 
The influence of an individual is limited, but 
still i- a factor in the calculation. Where a 
citizen is doing all he can and apparently with­ 
out result- he naturally becomes skeptical as to 
the power of the public to remedy abuses, in 
the ««niele referred to the Call condemned the 
course of a contemporary in trying criminal 
cases in advance o f their admission to a jury. 
In the first article we showed how self-respect­ 
ing men were driven to seek excuses from jury 
duty uijd iu the second boa* an unscrupulous 
newspuper can influence juries without at 
templing to bribe them. Now we will venture 
the assertion ihat u newspaper conducted on 
this plane consults what it be.ieves to be its on n 
interests. 
If the public should demonstrate 
that it does not want to substitute newspaper 
trial tor jury trial it won d cease to usurp tnc 
functions oi Courts 
If this license ol the press 
pays it is the fault o f the public and the remedy 
lies in their bauds. 
T hat is the right way to put the ques­ 
tion. 
W here every individual in a com­ 
m unity excuses him self from hiame for 
the support of an evil then all are charge­ 
able. 
But those who do cast their influ­ 
ence against the vicious, arc, of course, 
exempt from inclusion w ith “ the people” 
who do not exert themselves. The truth 
is, th at very many men are driven from 
jury duty 
for fear of the sensational 
press. 
.Such 
fears 
are 
weak, 
of 
course, 
but 
they 
exercise 
a 
positive 
influence nevertheless. 
Communities are 
to blame when any great evil coutinues 
unabated in th eir m idst—this must lie so, 
or self-government is a farce. 
It will not 
do for “ good citizens” to shrug their 
shoulders and deprecate the “ sad state of 
affairs,” and wish for better things. 
Un­ 
less they act affirmatively and aggressively 
to change conditions, they are individually 
chargeable with the blame. 
If a vicious 
newspaper terrorizes the town, drives good 
influences out of it by its prying and sneer­ 
ing, keeps men out of the jury-box under 
the influence of fear of lampooning in 
type, and the community maintains the 
sheet, that people lias no reason to com­ 
plain of the evil results that follow. There 
is a deplorably large number of such pa- 
jiers in the country. 
They thrust them­ 
selves beyond the legitimate lines of criti­ 
cism in efforts to dictate to juries and 
Courts, and trv cases in advance, and just 
in degree as citizens give them counte­ 
nance and material support, to just that 
extent the community is responsible. 
As 
the Call puts it, the same is true in other 
m atters. 
If two bosses dominate «san 
Francisco, as it asserts, it is the fault 
of 
the 
people 
who 
go 
to 
the 
polls and vote the tickets these men put 
forward in their own interests, and the 
fault equally of those who remain away 
from the polls and vote w ith neither side. 
W hen tickets fairly rejiresent the people 
of .San Francisco there will be a boss at­ 
tached to neither ; 
when a newspaper in­ 
terferes with the course of justice and re­ 
ceives the support of the people, the latter 
are as much responsible as when they sur­ 
render their political freedom to ward 
bosses. 
\\ hat is needed in cither case is 
not “ regrets” and “ lifting of the eye­ 
brows,” hut aggressive action. 
As the Call 
says: 
The remedy is in the hands of the public, 
and if they do not see lit to use it they must 
stat'd the consequences of their own neglect. 
The difference be; ween cities as a place of resi­ 
dence ari-es largely from the manner in which 
the public collectively p norms its duties. Iu 
one city mendacious aed sensational journalism 
is not profitable, in another it is. 
in one citv 
the mass ot the voters act together to throw off 
the shackles of political bosses, in another the 
bosses and their retainers dictate nominations, 
slid thereby d’vide the offices among them­ 
selves. ¡such a partition of public patriciate 
means extraí a .aneo, incoinpcicncy, and a sa e 
of justice to the highest bidder.

E xten sive R ailroad R epatr-Shops to l>e 
L ocated at T liat P lace. 
A telegraphic dispatch from Los Angeles 
announced Saturday that leading officials 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad were visit­ 
ing that place and bad slated that the com­ 
pany had purchased the Moulton tract and 
would shortly remove the large railroad 
shops at Sacramento to Los Angeles. Ac­ 
cording to tlip telegraph, the railroad com­ 
pany paid $K5,COO for the land, or over 
$1,700 per acre. 
A Call reporter Saturday afternoon saw 
Jam es A. Fillmore, General Superintendent 
iff the Central Pacific Railroad, in regard to i 
the matter. 
“ There is nothing in it whatever,” said 
lie. " I suppose ihe impression became cur­ 
rent through the purchasel>y th e e inipanv 
of the Moulton tract. It i s 'true that the 
railway lias bought it, and I preen me they 
paid more for it than that dispatch stated. 
I do not know the exact figures. The com­ 
pany intends locating extensive repair- 
shops at. Los Angeles, but it does not pur­ 
pose removing the shops from Sacramento. 
The fact is, we need more shops, and as we 
could not enlarge the works at Sacramento 
it was determined to locate other shops at 
Los Angeles. They will not beas extensive 
as those of Sacramento, but they will be 
large, and will be used for the keeping and 
repairing of 20U engines and the cars run­ 
ning on the system between El Paso and 
Sumner. The engines and cars running be­ 
tween Sumner and Ogden will be kept at 
Sacramento, anil there will he plenty of 
work to keep the 2,000 men employed there 
busy.” 
Mr. Fillmore, continuing, said that the 
great increase in traffic had made this 
change necessary, and when asked for 
some of the causes of this increase sai l : 
“ Well, there has been an immense devel­ 
opment of the local traffic in this S’ate 
during the past year or so. The State is 
tilling up so rapidly that the volume of 
business is very much greater than hereto­ 
fore. Theu there are the splendid pros­ 
pects. An immense yield of fruit, lumber, 
wine, wool, and, in fact, all products of the 
country, is expected this year, and the 
railroad is preparing for the rush. Farms 
are being cut up into smaller tracts, more 
closely cultivated, and the yield is corre­ 
spondingly great. These .are the reasons 
why the Moulton tract has been purchased 
and why shops will be located at Los A n­ 
geles. They will not affect those at Sacra­ 
mento. 
The new buildings wili be of 
brick and iron and work will be begun on 
them just as soon as the material can be 
laid down. I suppose that will be in about 
six weeks ”

The revival meetings that commenced 
some weeks ago, on the advent of the re- 
nound evangelist. Ilev. E. P. Hammond, 
become more and 
more 
interesting 
Last evening at the old Pavilion the seating 
capacity of the building was taxed to its 
utmost, every chair being occupied on the 
main 11 oor and on the platform. The m u­ 
sical portion of the services is not one of 
the leatt of the interesting features of 
these meetings. The chorus of voices, a 
combination of the several church choirs 
of the city, under the leadership of Pro­ 
fessor CIcugh, renders most excellent music 
nightly. During services last evening Miss 
Needham, one of the most charming sing­ 
ers in the city, sang in excellent voice and 
with much expression the old-time hymn* 
the first stanza of which is : 
Alas, and did my Savior bleed. 
And did my Sovereign die; 
Would He devote that sacred head 
For such a worm as I ? 
The choir and congregation joined in the 
chorus at the close oí each verse, as follows; 
Jesus died lor you, 
Jesus died for me. 
Jesus died for all mankind, 
To m ake salvation free. 
Revs. Filben, Wheeler, McHatton, Her­ 
rick, W inton, Bauder, Needham, Som­ 
mers and Hopper are present and a-sist at 
every meeting. Revs. Filben and Wheeler 
are especially active. 
The meetings held at noon at the rail­ 
road shops, and the open air meetings each 
evening upon K street are largely attended, 
and everywhere are the reverend gentle­ 
men accorded a respectiul hearing, it was 
quite a noticeeble fact that a large number 
of the sporting fraternity were in attend­ 
ance last evening. 
Rev. I. E. Dwinell, of San Francisco, 
was the first speaker last evening. He said 
Sacramento was a town which he loved, 
her people were dear to him by many ties 
of alfection, and iie was glad to'know’ that 
there was snch a religious awakening in 
the capital city. He gave his owu religious 
experience. 
Dr. Wheeler and Rev. Mr. Filben fol­ 
lowed in short exhortations. 
Dr. Hammond leaves this morning for 
Dixon, where a series of revival meetings 
will beheld. 
The regular noon meeting will be held 
at noon to-dav. Services will be held at 3 
p. M. in the Congregational Church. The 
usual street service will be held at 7 p. m. 
to-day, at Fourth and K streets, and at the 
pavilion at 8 o’clock to-night. 
THE EVANGELIST. 
Rev. E. P. Hammond preached an inter­ 
esting sermon from the te x t: 
“ God so loved the world that he gave 
His only begotten son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 
The evangelist said : “ Unless you lean 
on the Lord Jesus Christ you will surely 
perish.” He said this was a message from 
the Lord; “Tell all the people that mv 
son died for them, and they can be saved 
to-night if tfiey put their trust in Him.” 
AN INCIDENT. 
Among the many incidents related by 
Mr. Hammond during the service last 
evening was the following: 
W hile riding in the train to Denver, 
where 1 was going (o hold a series 
of meetings, I met the editor of the 
Rocky Mountain ¿Ycus, and inquired how 
many gamblers he thought there were in 
the city. 
He replied, 200 professional 
gamblers and 1,200 men who gamble. This 
answer caused it to become a question with 
me as to the best way to secure the atten­ 
tion of these men to seek their souls’ sal­ 
vation. J Knew the simple announcement 
that a meeting would be teki in a hall, and 
that some evangelist would give a gospel 
address, would not bea sufficient attraction 
to draw them from their uaunts of vice; 
therefore, every day after the morning 
meeting a company of Chrisiian singers 
and ministers accompanied me into the 
street, where, upon a laige tlat-bottomed 
wagon, we sung and preached the gospel. 
One day a well-dressed man said totue: 
" Will you hold a meeting for us sporting- 
raen in my Occidental H all?” “ What is 
the Occidental Hail ?” He took me round 
the corner to a llight of stairs. There I 
stood in the strangest place I ever saw. It 
was a hall for dancing. Around the walls 
wtre to be seen lewd pictures, a long bar ran 
across ttie farther end of the hail and the 
floor was covered with chairs and beer 
tables. 
"The Americus Club, of which I am 
President, danced here Irom midnight until 
morning night before last.” 
“What is tite Americus Club?” I asked. 
• It is composed of 200 sporting men and 
the same number of sporting-women.” 
They never call themselves gamblers and 
bad women. 
“It will cost ine$100 to allow you to 
preach here next Suuday. I make $75 on 
a Sunday, and it will cost at least $25 to 
clear out this place to have it ready for you 
to preach in, hut I will have it cleaned out, 
I will have all these pictures taken down, 
and 1 will have a painting of the cruci- 
ilixiou over the piano on the platform. 
You will be treutedas well as ever you were 
in your life.” 
"Before I answer your question, will you 
allow me to ask you this question ? W hat 
is your motive for ail tais, when you 
know that I shall do all f can to injure 
your business?” 
"My motive is a good one. Though I 
have been considered au outcast fur twenty 
years, I am not so bad a mau as you think. 
Í have something left in me yet that leads 
me to sympathize with you. I have seen 
you day alter day standing in the hot sun 
preaching to us”—as he expressed it— 
" ‘poor devils,' and my heart has been 
touched ; and I said ‘I will help that man,’ 
and I can help you. I can get all those 
men and women here, and this hall will be 
filled in every part. The ministers and 
their wives who come with you will be 
kindly welcomed. You ask my motive. 
I have something more to say than this: 
Away among the hills of New Hampshire 
I have a godly old father and a praying 
mother. They have often with (ears. I 
know, prayed for me that 1 might repent 
of my sins and become a Chrisiian, and 
your meetings have led me to think of 
"them and the mauy tears they have shed 
for me. I am going to do what I can to 
help you.” 
I gave him my hand, and said: “Mr. 
Thatcher, I will preach in this hall next 
Sunday at five o’clock, God willing. At 
three o'clock in front of the hall we have 
already arranged for an open-air meeting. 
Thousands will be here, and immediately 
after that meeting, those who can get in will 
come to your hall.” 
We walked together to the office of the 
Rocky Mountain News, and gave the editor 
a few lines Slating that 1 would preach in 
the Occidental Hall next Sunday afternoon 
at 5 P. M. 
The next morning, nt an eatly hour, the 
door-liell at Governor Evans' house, where I 
was stopping, rang, and a man came in quite 
excited, and said : “ That is a hoax, isn’t it, 
that vou are going to preach in the Occi­ 
dental Hall?” 
“ No, indeed, it is no hoax.” 
“ Why, it will ruin the revival.” 
“ Then the revival is not worth much. 
If obeying the commands of Jesus to go 
into the highways and hedges and preach 
the Gospel, and to go to such a place as the 
Occideulai Hall, will ruin the revival, then 
it is not a God-sent revival, and the town is 
better without it.” 
When the hour for the open-air meeting 
arrived an immense audience assemoled, 
and immediately after it was over we ad­ 
journed to the Occidental Hall. Every­ 
thing was ready for us, as Mr. Thatcher 
had promised. The large hall was crowded 
with fallen women, and 1 might say fallen 
men. I addressed them in the kindest 
manner possible, not charging them with 
being the chief of sinners, but telling them 
of the great love of Christ in dying on the 
cross that their sins might be forgiven and 
their hearts changed. 
Some ot them I found had Christian 
parents, and when 1 referred to praying 
tatbeis and mothers, not a few were in 
(ears. 1 explained cleatIv to them the 
great doctrine of substitution, showing how 
the Lord Jesus Christ suffered on the cross, 
“ the just tor the ut j tst, that He might 
j bring us lo G id.” 
j On the platform were the ministers and 
I their wives, and to the room were many of 
| the most earnest Christians in Denver. The 
: meetingcontinued from 5 till 7 o’clock, when : 
it was time to go immediately to the ever- ' 
itig meeting in the Governor-Gnatds' Hall 
and a great many followed thither. The 
next evening, as Í entered the hall a man, 
much under the influence of liquor, in an 
insulting manner fell up against me, and 


endeavored to anger m e by speaking in a 
very insolent w ay. Instead ot ordering 
him out of the hail, 1 jtolitely asked one of 
the ushers to give him a seat. T his, I 
afterw ards found, vexed him very m uch, 
for he had hoped to be th ru st out of the 
hall. 
“ Com e w ith m e to a room in E ngland 
and let us learn som ething of the history 
of th is young n tan .” T h e E vangelist then 
related how the young m an resisted his 
m other's entreaties to him as she lay upon 
her dying bed, and plead w ith h im to give 
up gam bling and driuk, and becom e a 
C hristian ; th at he becam e so angry at h er 
for urging him th a t he finally threw a 
knive at her and flew from the room , say 
ing th at he w ould never darken her doors 
again ; th at he thereupon becam e a sailor, 
and for m any years, w hile follow ing the 
sea, plunged into every .form of dissipation. 
F inally he w ent to D enver and becam e a 
bartender in the O ccidental H otel, w here 
he was em ployed at this tim e. O n that 
Sabbath m orning the proprietor said to 
him : “ N o liq u o r is to be sold here to­ 
day ; no dance here to-night. T he E vang­ 
elist w ill preach here th is afternoon, and 
all hands m ust tu ru in and get this place 
cleaned u p .” 
H e com plied w ith his em ployers instruc­ 
tions, aided in getting the hat! ready and 
listened to everything said at the m eeting. 
A reference to praying parents touched his 
heart, as he recalled the m anner in w hich 
he had treated and left his dying m other, 
now gone from him torever, b u t instead of 
seeking relief by com plying w ith her plead­ 
ings and accepting C hrist, be endeavored to 
drow n his conviction and aching conscience 
by going to a neighboring saloon and get­ 
ting d ru n k . As another evening cam e, 
how ever, a silent voice prom pted hint to 
go to the m eeting, and obeying it, as alm ost 
under corn pulsion, he w ent w hile still h alf 
intoxicated, and finding ute there, said M r. 
H am m ond, he addressed m e in the rough 
m anner I have m entioned. 
I have said m y politeness to him m ade 
him m ore angry than ever, w hile he could 
uot, under the circum stances, do less than 
sit during the service. H e becam e sober. 
Tfie tru th penetrated his heart m ore deeply, 
a id he rem ained to the after-m eeting. T he 
next m orning, :tt the 9 o’clock m eeting, he 
w as present, and rose and said : “ P ray tot- 
uie. I am a lost sin n er.” W e did pray for 
hint. H e prayed for him self. C hristians 
gathered around biin. pointing h im to the 
I.am b of God th at laketh aw ay the sin of 
the w o rld,andled him to trust in theS avior. 
T he burden of sin w hich bow ed hint dow n 
w ith sham e and self-abasem ent before God 
soon rolled oil his heart, and from that 
hour his lite was changed. 
E ver since f w as a boy I have occasion­ 
ally heard Jo h n B. G ough sw aying vast au ­ 
diences w ith his m atchless strains of elo­ 
quence and his earnest appeals, but I never 
saw an audience m ore profoundly m oved 
than w hen T hom as B unn, the m an w hose 
conversion I have related, told the story of 
his experience a few nights after in the 
G overnor G uards’ H all. H e determ ined to 
give his w hole tim e up to th e service of the 
Lord, and devote him self to the m inistry. 
H e sought an education, and frequently 
w rote m e beautitul letters, speaking of the 
joy he had in service of his M aster. M any 
in the low er classes ot society, w ho could 
be reached, to say the least, only w ith dif­ 
ficulty, yielded to his entreaties and were 
led to C hrist.

The 
removal was, however, obstructed, and 
three trials have been held, one in the Su­ 
perior Court of this county and two in the 
Superior Court of Tehama. All were de­ 
cided in fuvor of Redding. The case was 
then carried to the Supreme Court and late 
yesterday the news came from that tribunal 
that the judgm ent of the lower Courts had 
been affirmed. Only three guns have thus 
far been tired to proclaim the victory, as 
Redding's citizens believe in the higher 
victory of allaying all feeling that may 
possibly exist.

Guaymas (Mex.), February 26th.—Great 
excitement prevails here o v trth e news that 
the Mexican Government has chartered 
the steamer Alejandro for two trips to take 
troops from Mazatlan to San Benito, where 
the Guatemalan insurgents are invading 
Mexican soil. 
The steamship Topeka is not expected to 
return on her usual Mexican coastwise 
trade, and this region has been left without 
coast steamers for two m onths. 
For this reason the pnces of sugar, soap, 
lard and other national products, which 
come by steamers from Manzanillo, have 
been already raised. 
The supply must come therefore from 
the States. 
The slocps-of-war Demócrata, Mexico 
and Jaurez will also take troops from Aca­ 
pulco and other ports.
